Is Assertion of Secrtary of 


State Bryan-Government 
-Biding Its Time Until In 
-vestigating 
Commission 


Makes Its Report. 


Enthusiastic Meeting of 


Licking County Democratic 


Club Held Friday Evening 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Washington, March 7.—state de- 


partment officials have decided that 
there will be no answer made to the 
•faote recently presented by the Hu- 
erta government suggesting that on 
account of the Benton incident the 
United States should revoke the 
right it had extended to the constitu 
tionallsts to purchase arms in this 
country. 


Secretary of State Bryan said to- 


day the communication required no 
answer.. The note had been present- 
ed to the American government sev- 
,eral days after copies of it Lad been 
transmitted to the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of all other foreign gov- 
ernments. 


The United States government is 


biding its time while the commis- 
sion appointed by the constitution- 
alists to investigate the recent exe- 
cution of Benton and the disappear- 
ance of Gustav Bauch makes a re- 
port. No developments are expected 
here until then. 
Though there is 


every prospect that the general sub- 
ject of protection for American citi- 
zens and foreigners in Mexico will 
be the occasion of spirited debate in 
the senate next Monday. 


Senator Shively, ranking member 


Of the foreign relations committee 
has been in close touch with the 
state department gathering data on 
the actual number of foreigners kill- 
ed or injured as recorded by Ameri- 
*an consuls throughout the southern 
Republic. 
He will uphold the ad- 


ministration's policy announced in 
the expected debate, Senator Fall, 
of New Mexico having announced his 
intention of advocating a change in 
policy. 


Secretary Bryan said 
today that 


the Anglo-American commission ap- 
pointed to examine the body of Wm 
S. Benton, the British subject, still 
was in status quo. In official circles 
It was understood the commission 
will make no further effort to ac- 
complish the task for which it was ap- 
pointed. Secretary Bryan also said 
nothing had beeq received concerning 
the investigations being made in the 
Benton and Bauch cases by the Mexi- 
can constitutionalist commission. 


The secretary expects to receive 


the commission's 
findings in the 


Bauch case. General Carranza al- 
ready had declared that any informa- 
tion in the Benton case must be de- 
livered to the British 
authorities 
themselves. 


A splendid meeting of the Licking 


County Democratic cluu was held 
Friday evening at the club headquar- 
ters in South Third street. A number 
of members were in attendance from 
various parts of the county, attesting 
to the fact that tney are greatly in- 
terested in the approaching election 
this fall. 


Short talks were made by quite a 


few and a thorough and exhaustive 
review of the new tax law was made 
by District Tax Assessor W. H. An- 
derson.

made in all such cases and then next 


year the assessors calling at the same 
time as in previous years would 
obviate such trouble in the 
future. 


Mr. Anderson gave a lucid explanation 
of the workings of the tax system 
under the Warnes law and it is a cer- 
tainty that if all taxpayers could hear 
him a different conception would be 
placed upon the new tax measure. 


Leroy Patton, Joseph Cornell and 


J. J. Hlfl of Johnstown and Hon 
Henry Keller of Eden township also 
made pleasing talks, as did Prose- 
cuting Attorney J. Howard Jones, 
Roderic Jones, Hon. Phil B. Smythe, 
Prank Mercer and the club president, 
O. C. Larason. Under the leadership 
of the club's new president, Professor 
(Larason, there is good reason for the 
confidence in the club's future power 
for good in the interests of the Demo- 
cratic party of the county, and its 
popularity with the people.

The contract for the pike must be 


let by March 15, according to State 
Highway Commissioner Marker, and 
it is said the Muskingum contract 
will be let by the specified time, as 
the state highway commissioner has 
power to enter Into a private con 
tract. 


Licking county's share of $140,000 


in bonds to pay for the improvement 
of thirty-two miles of the pike has 
been issued and work will be pushed 
m the early spring.

birth to the movement for reciprocity. 


Sir George was a prolific writer on 


education, temperance and contempor- 
ary history.

HAVE EXPLAINED 


SECRET CRIMES 


Patrick Quintan Who Built Famous 


"Crime Castle" for Chicago 


Murderer Is Dead. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELLGRAM) 


Chicago, March 7.—Patrick Quin- 


lan, who was said to be one of the 
few men who might have explained 
the mysteries of "Holmes 
Castle 


which was famous in the annals of 
Chicago crime, is dead at his home 
near Portland, Michigan, according 
to dispatches received here today. 
Before his death he. told physicians 
he had taken poison. 


Quinlan was a carpenter and was 


employed by Herman W. Mudgett, 
better known as Dr. J. J. Holmes, 
to build the structure which later 
became known as the "castle." The 
police held him for a time as a pos- 
sible accomplice in the five or six 
murders for which Holmes was con- 
victed. 
Quinlin acted as agent for 


the 
"castle" 
until 
Holmes 
was 


hanged.

A WELL KNOWN 


NEWARK MAN 


Death claimed another of the older 


residents of Newark, on 
Saturday 


morning, 
when 
Matthias 
Riegger, 


one of the earliest settlers of Gran- 
ville street died at his home there at 
5 o'clock after a short illness of only 
two weeks. Mr. Riegger had been in 
the employ of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road company for about fifty years. 


Having been born in-Braunlingend. 


Germany, on February 16, 1840, Mr. 
Riegger with his 
widowed 
mother 


and sister, came to this country in 
1S42. 
His sister later married 
Mr. 


Henry Vietmeier, now deceased. The 
trip to Newark was on a canal boat 
and after locating here, Mrs. Riegger 
purchased the land where the Viet- 
meier and Riegger residences now 
stand on Granville street, this section 
at that time being densely wooded. 


The deceased was a veteran of the 


Civil war and of the Pennsylvania 
railroad company. 
He enlisted 
in 


Company E, 12th O. V. I. from New- 
ark in 1861 and served three years, 
after which he was honorably dis- 
charged in 1S64. Mr. Riegger 
then 


came back to Newark and 
returned 


to the Pennsylvania railroad 
com- 


pany with whom he served 50 years. 
Twenty of these he was engaged as 
yard master at night and twenty as 
local baggage agent. The remainder 
of the time was spent on the road. 


In 1886 he married 
Miss Anna 


Smith of Steubenville, O., to which 
union eight children were born, six 
of whom are living with the mother, 
who are left to mourn the death of 
the husband and father. 
They are 


Jesse Riegger of Columbus, Mrs. Ed- 
gar \Vensel of New York City, Mrs. 
Charles Stem of Newark, Mrs. Chas. 
Kline of Newark, and Frederick and 
John Riegger of this city. 


Among the older residents of the 


city, Mr. Riegger was known as a 
man of sterling qualities and possess- 
ing many superior characteristics. He 
was well known throughout this sec- 
tion and in other parts of the state as 
a fancier of dogs, pigeons and chick- 
ens and was always Interested as a 
•treat rabbit and fox hunter. He has 
been retired from the 
Pennsylvania 


company for the past four years, but 
only a few weeks ago. did his health 
jw**m to weaken and death camp after 
only the short illness. 


The funeral sen-ices will be held at 


St. Francis de Sales church on Mon- 
dav morning at 9 o'clock and burial 
will take place in Mt. Calvary ceme- 
tery.
